One  of  the  specialized  programs  in  which  approved  students  at  Flower  may  partici¬ 
pate  is  a  course  of  study  which  ultimately  can  lead  to  a  licensed  certificate  in  prac¬ 
tical  nursing.  Students  taking  advantage  of  this  program  begin  their  training  in  their 
junior  year  of  high  school.  In  addition  to  their  regular  course  of  study  at  Flower, 
the  girls  take  instructions  in  practical  nursing  at  Cregier  Vocational  High  School 
every  afternoon  for  a  period  of  one  and  one-half  years.  At  the  end  of  this  period 
of  training,  they  are  eligible  to  take  the  state  examination  in  practical  nursing,  and 
if  they  successfully  pass  this,  they  are  awarded  their  license.
